INDIANS. 8HBS 

Tho news which wo publish this morning; in 
reference, tq the expedition ol our men of war 
nking the western coast of tliu Inland, cannot, 
even with all its and details, be, rngarded ns 
other than satisfactory. The destruction of 
•ixij-fotir canoes and niun villages, with u 
considerable amount of rubbish that formed 
the Dntivea' personal ptoperty, will be a heavy 
blow ill iteelf to tha Indiana ol Clnyoquot ; 
but the killing of fifteen of the Abousetts 
and tho Wounding probably of many more, 
will bo a lesson, and we hope a wholesome 
oue, to tha tribes on this p.irt ot th» Island 
lor many a day to come. We are glad to 
ice, however, in thij expedition that the na- 
val authoritios exhuusted avjry poaooalde 
means of bringing the Indiana to terms be- 
fore thoy prooeeded to extremities, — that 
the destructive power of the expedition was 
Erst directed against the property of the na- 
tives before life was taken. In tbo pievioua 
expedition to Clayoquul wa look exception 
10 tlio limited powers conferred on the naval 
authorities, and we now sen how necessary 
it was to proceed to the " last argument." 
The Indian outrages which we publish in 
another column as having taken place on a 
law white inon off Alberui bIioiv the neoeisiiy 
of prompt and vigorous action in all our 
oollisiotiM with the Indian tribes. Had 
the same demonstration of our power been 
uhof.ii to the Abousetts on the last occasion, 
we ihould not have bad this interference with 
the white man near Alberni ; and had the 
murder ol Mr. Banfleld been promptly met 
at loon aj possible alter the occurrence, wc 
should not have had the massacre >f the par- 
tial in the Kingfisher. There is, in fact, no 
encouragement to the vicious native like an 
apparent immunity from crime ; and every 
oflence that is allowed to go unpunished, or 
dven delayed in the chastisement, becomes a 
premium on outrage- The naval authorities 
on this expedition have not so far secured the 
murderers they were in quest of, but they 
bava brought the defiant and lax-deipising 
lavages to terms that ara likely to result in 
their being given up. We liava demonstrated I 
uur power, we have shown our inflexible de- I 
termination to carry out the law arid to punish . . 
its aggressori ; Iflt us nee that we fail nol on 
the other side — that we leave the Indians no j A. i 
leaionabls complaint against us ; but carry 
oat our responsibilities towards them by im- 
proving their condition, protecting thein from 
injastico on the pari of tho whites, and, in 
lact, giving them every legitimate rotum for 
the lands ot which we have despoiled them.
